HE IS A MEDICAL STUDENT 


HE DRANK POTION WHILE HIs

She Heard His Heavy Breathing and 
He Was Sent to City Hospital, 
Where Drug’s Effects Were 
Counteracted. 


Walter L. Scarborough, 2% years of age, 
a student at the Barnes Medical College, 
attempted suicide in the apariments of 
himself and his wife at No. 4 South Ewing 
@venue at an early hour Saturday morn- 
ing. 

His preparations for the wooing of death 
were dramatic as he told of them to the 
attendant physicians of the City Hospital 
staff who counteracted the effects of mor- 
phine poisoning. 

Scarborough related how he had pur- 
chased the drug in small doses at various 
stores. 

Then, weak from long illness and de- 
ected over a seemingly hopeless future, 

e crept homeward in the dark. 

“TIT locked the doors of our 
apartments and prepared to die,”’ 
fided to Assistant Superintendent 
sieur. 

“My wife was asleep. She had also been 
ill from nursing me. I took a loving look 
at her quiet face and began the final ar- 
rangements. 

“T locked the doors securely and drew 
the blinds at the windows. Then I divided 
the morphine into the proper doses. |! 
intended to use them in order if there was 
any possibility of failure in the first. I 
swallowed four and one-half grains and 
lay down beside my wife.’’ 

ieee. Scarborough was awakened by the 
heavy breathing of her husband.. She tried 
to arouse him from his stupor and, failing, 
ran to the doors, which she found locked 
She knocked loudly on the panels and 
shouted for assistance. . 

Finally she found the key and admitted 
other persons residing in the house. One 
of the roomers called an officer. Patrolman 
Grogan responded and ascertaining Scar- 
borough’s condition, he summoned a patrol 
wagon from the police station on Manches- 
ter avenue. 

The medical student was taken to the hos- 
pital where heroic methods were used to 
save his life. At & o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing he had been pronounced out of danger, 
and expressed his determination to leave 
the hospital about noon. 

Scarborough’s home is in Shelbyville, TIl., 
from which place he came to St. Louis two 
— ago to study medicine. He said he 

ad attended two terms at the Barnes Medi- 
cal College, but that he had fallen behind 
his class owing to severe illness. 
Pneumonia Bn oe two months ago, 
and he was an invalid for the same length 
of time. Dtiring the perfod of convalescence 
he says mumps was contracted. 

He told Dr. Coughlin, who worked with 
him most of the night at the hospital, that 
his allowance from home had been cut off 
since his marriage to a young woman of 
St. Charles, Mo., several months ago. He 
had not secured a diploma to practice his 
oe and, added to these disadvan- 
ages. has hts own physical disability. 

e said he beheld nothing but a hopeless 
future and deliberately planned to remove 
himself as an obstacle to his wife's hap- 
piness.

@ered a verdict charging Motorman George 
Matthews with criminal negligence equiva- 
lent to manslaughter. Matthews was held. 

Ma‘*thews was arrested at the Easton av- 
enue sheds Friday evening by Policeman 
Frank Pearson, who is stationed at the cor- 
oner’s office. The coroner had been informed 
by a representative of the transit company 
that Matthews was no longer in the com- 
pany'’s employ. 

Matthews told Policeman Pearson that 
he had intended to leave the city Friday 
night. He ag ne this statement when 
testifying at the inquest, but said that he 
had not sought to avoid arrest. His wife, 
he said, is sick in Lincoln, Neb., and he had 
-tesigned his position to go to that city. 

Matthews said that his car was running 
not. faster than four miles an hour when 
Sheehan was struck. Other witnesses gave 
- estimates of the car's speed which exceeded 

that of the motorman.

IT WILL BE FILED AT ONCE 


ATTORNEY FENSKY IS AUTHORI- 
TY FOR THE STATEMENT. 


Saloonkeeper Whose Place Was Closed 
by the Excise Commissioner Will 
Seek to Hold Him Person- 
ally Responsible. 


Charles Fensky, attorney for August Del- 
abar, saloonkeeper at 200 South Broadway, 
who has been fighting Commissioner Sei- 
bert’s 1 o'clock closing order, stated at 
noon Saturday that he should file suit at 
once on behalf of Mr. Delabar against Com- 
missioner Seibert for damages. 

“Tl am drawing up the petition now," he 
declared, ‘‘and will file it sometime Satur- 


day afternoon.”’ 
Judge Zachritz overruled Saturday morn- 


ing Mr. Fensky’s motion for a rehearing 
of the Delabar-Seibert certiorari proceed- 
ings. He denied the petition for certiorari 
Mondav and the motion for rehearing was 
filed Tuesday. 

“The suit for damages,” said Mr. Fensky, 
“will be based on the Supreme Court's 
ruling that the office of excise commis- 
sioner is wholly a ministerial office. We 
shall allege in the petition for damages 
that the comméssioner has exceeded his 
owers in that early closing order. The 
aw says that a ministerial officer who 
causes injury by exceeding his authority 
may be held liable for damages. 


Says Commissioner 

Exceeded His Authority. 

“The law says that the excise commis- 
sioner, as a ministerial officer, may revoke 


a license as punishment for an infringe- 
ment of the dramshon law. It doesn’t say 
that he can make laws himself and then 
revoke the license of the man who doesn't 
oer them. That is what Mr. Seibert has 
one. 

“The argument has been that the excise 
commissioner, being a ministerial officer, 
was not subject: to certiorari proceedings. 
Now let that view hold and we'll see what 
a damage suit can do.”’ 

Delabar’'s license was revoked on May 
because he refused to close his saloon at 
1 a. m. in obedience to Commissioner Sei- 
bert’s order that all saloons be closed be- 
tween 1 and 5 a. m. under penalty of being 
classed as disorderly places and having 
their licenses revoked. 

Delabar contends that he has not in- 
friiged any statute on the books and that 
the excise commissioner has no right to re- 
voke his license unless he does. Ife says 
that merely because he kept open between 1 
and 5 a. m. does not necessarily make his 
saloon a disorderly place, although disor- 
der may be more likely to occur during 
these hours. He contends that the commis- 
sioner must show that disorder actually did 
occur. 


SMOKE LAWS TO BE TAKEN UP 


Immediate Action on the Part of the 
House of Delegates Is 
Anticipated. 


The passage of municipal laws for smoke 
abatement will be in order after Sunday, 
June 16, and the bill for that purpose 
now pending in the House of Delegates 
is expected to be taken up and passed by 


both houses of the assembly. 

The state smoke abatement law goes in- 
to effect Sunday and its terms make it im- 
possible for the city to pass a valid smoke 
law before that time. Two ordinances, 
known as the Sweeney bills, defining the 
smoke nuisance and fixing the penalty, 
were passed by the House of Delegates in 
May, but the Council, guided by the ad- 
vice of the city counselor, deferred ac- 
tion on the matter. 

According to City Counselor Schnur- 
macher, a new obstruction to the enforce- 
ment of the smoke laws, when passed, 
may be found in a provision of the state 
law. 

Mr. Schnurmacher says that, under the 
state law, it will be a sufficient defense 
for any person charged with violating the 
law to show that no device exists which 
will consume the smoke from his chim- 
ney. This is likely to cause a judicial in- 
vestigation of the merit of smoke-consum- 
ing devices. 
Mavor Wells said Saturday: “I under- 
stand that the smoke ordinances now in 
the assembly are to be taken up at once. 
I hope they will be passed, and that it will 
be found possible so to enforce them as to 
rid St. Louis of the smoke nuisance.

S GUILTY

Jury Brought in Its Verdict 
— This Morning. 


SENTENCE IS TEN YEARS 


CRIME IS MURDER OF HER HUS- 
BAND, PHILLIP KENNEDY. 


The Trial of Her Father and Two 
Brothers as Acessories Will Be- 
gin Monday Morning. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 15.—The jury 
in the Kennedy murder case this morning 
brought in a verdict of guilty of murder 
in the second degree and fixing Mrs. Ken- 
nedy’s punishment at ten years in the 
penitentiary. 

Judge Wofford entered the courtroom at 
9:45. and immediately sent for the pris- 
oner. Mrs. Kennedy was brought in a 
few minutes later, accompanied by her 
father and her married sister, Mrs. Leon. 

A moment later the jury. filed into the 
room. 

When the judge asked the foreman of the 
jury if a verdict had been reached he hand- 
ed a slip of paper to the clerk. 

Mrs. Kennedy heard its contents read 
calmly. A moment later she sank into 
a chair and covered her eyes with her 
arms and crieda aloud. 

The jury took six ballots. 
ten to two for conviction. 
that way until the last ballot. 
fense gave notice of appeal. 

The prisoner’s father showed no more 
emotion than if the verdict had been so 
many words pertaining to a matter of 
small importance to the family. 

This case disposed of, Judge Wofford 
asked if both sides were ready for the 
trial of C. W. Prince, Bert and Will Prince, 
father and brothers, respectively, of Mrs. 


Kennedy, on the charge of conspiracy to 
kill Kennedy. The state-was ready. but 
the defense asked postponement until Mon- 
day. Judge Wofford said he wished to call 
in another judge to sit in the case. 

“Tam not satisefied,”’ said he, ‘‘that Bert 
Prince and the old man were at the Ridge 
building at th= time of the killing.”’ 

This seemed to interest the father more 
than ths verdict just rendered, and the 
prisoner raised her head and listened in- 
tently to the talk about her relatives. 
When Mrs. Kennedy was led back to her 
cell she had entirely recovered her com- 
posure and had resumed the cool, indif- 
ferent manner that has so puzzled the jail 
officials during her five months in jail. 

On the morning of Dec. 4, 1900, Miss Lulu 
Prince, C. W. Prince, her father; Will 
Prince, her brother, and a young man 
named Philip H. Kennedy went to the re- 
corder of deeds’ office in- the courthouse. 
Kennedy asked for a matriage license for 
Miss Prince and himself. It was given 
and the entire party and a reporter went 
to Judge Gibson’s chambers, where the 
young people were married. Although 
mecvew- on was said about the marriage being 
compulsory on Kennedy's part, yet the 
entire proceeding was of such a peculiar 
nature that that was the only conclusion 
that could be drawn. Kennedy, after the 
wedding, went to his home on Twenty-third 
street and Trocst avenue and refused to 
live with his wife. 

Four weeks later Kennedy filed a suit 
in the Circuit Court asking that his mar- 
riage to Lulu Prince-Kennedy be annuiled. 
A week later the town was startled by the 
news of his murder by his young wife. 

Kennedy's office was on the second floor 
of the Ridge building, facing Main street. 
He was employed by the Merchants’ Des- 
patch Transportation Co. Shortly after 5 
o'clock he was called into the corridor. His 
wife was there. She asked him if he in- 
tended to live with her. He replied that he 
did not and started to turn away toward his 
office door. Suddenly she drew a revolver 
from beneath the folds of her dress and 
shot six times in rapid succession. Every 
shot hit Kennedy. Any one of them 
would probably have been fatal. The man 
fell to the floor, dying without a word. The 
girl looked at the result a brief moment, 
then walked to the dead man's side and 
kicked him in the face several times. As 
she did it she said: ‘‘You’ll never seduce 
another girl.’’ 

Almost instantly after the shooting, Will 
Prince ran down the stairs from the floor 
above and struck Tom Kennedy, Philip's 
brother, who had come from his brother's 
office when he heard the shots. Young 
Prince immediately ran away. 

The grandjury met and returned an in- 
dictment against Mrs. Kenredy, but failed 
to indict the father and two brothers, who 
had been arrested as accessories. The 
father and elder brother were said to have 
been in the immediate vicinity of Mrs. 
Kennedy when she did the shooting. Pros- 
ecutor Hadley filed information against 
them. C. W. Prince, the father, and Bert 
Prince, the elder brother, were released on 
bond. Will Prince is. still in jail. Although 
Judge Wofford fixed his bond at $10,000 he 
eo find no one willing to be surety for 

iim. 


MAD DOG WAS UNDER HIS DESK

Friday afternoon a mad dog entered the 
offices of the John H. Ballman Lithograph- 
ing and Engraving Co., 5 North Second 
street, and for three hours held undisputed 
possession of that part of the building. 
Policeman Lane finally shot the animal. 
A large black dog, frothing at the mouth, 
ran into the offices about 4 o'clock. John 
H. Ballman, manager of the company, was 
the sole occupant at the time. As the ani- 
mal came in at one door Mr. Ballman es- 
ecaped through the other and locked the 
door. 
The dog ran howling around the office, 
snapping at the legs of chairs, at papers 
on the desks and overturning piles of mag- 
azines and papers.

Increase.

ALL ST. LOUIS RAILROADS HAVE 
RUSHING BUSINESS. 


Agent Roederer of Terminal Associa- 
tion Expects Business for This 
Year to Exceed’That of Last 
by 35 Per Cent. 


“The new St. Louis is a fact today," said 
F. X. Roederer, freight agent of the Ter- 
minal Railway Association of St. Louis, to 
the Post-Dispatch Saturday. 

‘‘Nobody is likely to find that out quicker 
than the men who handle the freight. Ev- 
ery man around our warehouses knows 


t. 

“We handled 32 per cent more warehouse 
freight during January, February and 
March of 1901 than we did during the same 
months of 1900. I have not finished my re- 
port for the first six months of this year 
yet, but everything indicates that it will 
show an increase of 35 per cent over the 
first six months of last year. 

“Tsually, on June 1, I have to begin to 
figure on how I can let off about 10 or 1b 
per cent of my office force ours the sum- 
mer without losing them. This summer 
we have no idea of giving enforced vaca- 
tions. ° 

“There is no spring or summer dullness. 
The rush shows no signs of ending. 

“T said the increase in warehouse freight 
during the first three months of this year 
over the same months of last year was 
82 per cent. The increase in tonnage in the 
three months was about 20,000. 

“Our reports show that we used 24 per 
cent more cars in handling that 32. per 
cent more freight. We put more stuff in 


each car. 

“This increase is in warehouse freight 
only, which is shipped in less than carload 
There has also been an increase of about 
24 per cent in the amount of freight han- 
dled in carload lots. That never passes 


throughout the warehouse at all,

was compelled in order to settle serious 
questions as to land tenures and citizen- 
ship, to negotiate an agreement with the 
Indian Nation whereby the old communal 
system is swept away and the noble red 
man becomes the peer of his white broth- 
er, eligible to the presidency of the United 
States, being a native American; how the 
fullblood members of the tribe sulk in the 
hills, refusing to be comforted.

IS CARELESSNESS 


CHARGE 


OPINIONS DIFFER AS TO THE 
NUMBER OF LIVES LOST. 


The Northfield Went Down While 600 
Passengers Were on Board at Busy 
Evening Hour. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—The divers at work 
on the wrecked ferry boat, Northfield, kept 


at their task until 6 o'clock this morning 
without finding a human body in the boat's 
cabins. At 9 o'clock they went back to 
work again. The first undertaking of the 
divers was to make fast lines to pull the 
wrecked boat around so that she would lie 
abreast of pier 10, and os 4 were unable 
to search the cabins during the night. 

It is not yet known definitely that there 
was loss of life by the collision. The of- 
ficial entry on the blotter of the harbor 
police says that no one was lost, but, ac- 
cording to the statements of tugboaj, cap- 
tains who surrounded the sinking North- 
field, it is thought that a number of per- 
sons must have perished. Until early this 
morning there were many inquiries at the 
Old Slip police stations and the hahor po- 
lice for relatives and friencs who are sup- 
posed to have gone on the Northfield, and 
who had not returned to their homes at a 
late hour at night. Capt. Johnson of the 
Northfield was arrested a few hours after 
the collision. Tle was locked up on a charge 
of crinminal negligence, and held without 
ow = He will be arraigned in police court 
oday. 
Capt. Frank Griffin of the Mauch Chunk 
went to his home in Jersey City last night. 
No effort was made to arrest him, as of- 
ficials of the Jersey Central Railroad prom- 
ised that Capt. Griffin would be produced 
in court today. 

The collision occurred a few minutes after 
6 o'clock, when all the ferry boats from 
the Battery are jammed with commuters. 

On the Northfield there was a panic of 
men and women and a stampede of the 
two dozen or more horses, 

All the ferry slips were occupied and the 
slips farther up the East river were filled 
with ships, barges and canal boats. The 
Northfield kept on, looking for a haven, 
with her whistle screaming for help. She 
was filling rapidly. 

John Baullon, the engineer,,and his fire- 
man, remained at their posts till the water 
was up to their waists, and then they 
rushed on deck, leaving the éngine to run 
itself as long as it would. 

The Northfield drifted toward pier 10, and 
in less than twenty minutes from the time 
she was rammed she went down in 30 feet 
of water near the pier. 

The swift-running flood tide and the ques- 
tion of which boat had the right of way 
was the cause of the disaster. Each cap- 
tain lays the blame fer the collision on 
the other. 

The officials of the Staten Island ferry 
boat said that there were probably not 
over six hundred passengers on the North- 
field at the time of the colltsion. The pas- 
congere say that the usual rush hour crowd 
wWas aboard, and that it numbered fully 
1200 men, women and children. 

The body of a boy about 10 years old was 
found floating in the East river. The body 
had been tin the water but a short time. 
The coroner's office attributed the death 
to the Northfield collision and the police 
recorded it as the first known death. 

Capt. Daniel Gully of the tugboat Mu- 
tual said today that many persons must 
have been drowned. 

“IT saw the two boats when they crashed.,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘and [I am positive that 200 per- 
sons were drowned.”’ 

“I saw more than thirty jump overboard 
as tho Northfield was drifting from the 
Battery to Pter 10—that was on the star- 
board side, and I cannot tell how many 
went over from the port side. I saw more 
than fifteen in the water when I ran up to 
the Northfield, and many of them went 
down. If, as the ferry officials say, there 
were between 800 and 1000 passengers on 
that ferryboat, not more than 500 to 600 got 
ashore in mag OM 

Gen. Charles Bartlett, 6 years of age, of 
Hart Park, Livingston, Staten Island, is re- 
ported missing.

WU TING FANG: IS ITS HEAD 


FRIENDLY ATTITUDE OF UNITED 
STATES IS THEIR HOPE. 


All of the Large Cities Are to Be Or- 
ganized and the Next Congress 
Memorialized by Popular 
Petition. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—The Chinese in 
the states are preparing for an organized 
fight to obtain the absolute repeal of the 
Geary exclusion act at the coming session 
of Congress. The movement was started 
in this city early in the week and it is ex- 
pected to spread rapidly to Philadelphia, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Portland, Seattle, San 


Francisco and other cities having large 
Chinese populations. 

A powerful organization has been effected 
among the Chinese merchants of this city. 
Within the next two weeks every one of 
the 15,000 Chinese here will be asked to “se 
a carefully prepared memorial to the 
United States government, asking that the 
exclusion act be repealed. The memorial 
will protest in the strongest possible terms 
against having the act extended for 20 

ears from the date of its expiration in 


It will be forwarded to the government, 
along with similar memorials prepared in 
other cities, through Wu Ting Fang, the 
Chinese minister at Washington. 

An effort will also be made to obtain the 
support of thousands of Americans whom 
the Chinese believe are opposed to the 
exclusion act. The Chinese realize the han- 
dicap which is placed on the movement 
through their lack of suffrage. Their 
strongest hope of eventual success lies in 
Wu Ting Fang. They say that it was on 
his advice that they organized for the 
struggle. They depend largely on his per- 
sonal popularity to get them fighting sup- 
— n the Senate and the House of 

epresentatives. Another thing which has 
—— the Chinese nope that public and of- 

cial sentiment is about to turn in their 
favor is the stand which the United States 
has taken in dealing with the allies in.the 
Chinese crisis. 

The present movement would have begun 
a year ago had the Boxers remained pas-: 
sive. When the legations were besieged 
in Pekin the Chinese in the United States 
almost gee up hope. The clearing of the 
warcloud and the subsequent show of in- 
terest in the development of their father- 
land have given them a new and stronger 
hope. The offer which the United States 
made to the powers to cut the indemnity 
in two made a favorable impression on 
the Chinese.

When Prince Kropotkin was over here 
this spring he told a New York Tribune 
reporter all about young Gorky, who 
doesn't know how to take the praise that 
is pressed upon him. He is embarrassed 
by his popularity. Once when the audience 
at the theater stood up and cheered his en- 
trance into a box he got angry, for he felt 
that this was too much. : 

“I'm not a ballet dancer or a Venus of 
Milo,” he shouted, getting red in the face. 

“What are you staring at me for? Keep 
your eyes on the stage.” 

Everybody laughed and cheered the loud- 
er, and poor Gorky was much confused 
over his outbreak and the failure of it. 

Gorky’s father was an_upholsterer and 
died when the boy was 5 years old. The 
young author is about 32 now, by the way. 
He was hired out in a shoeshop, ran 
away, apprenticed to a ‘draughtsman, ran 
away, put at the making of wooden anese 
hired out as cook’s boy on a steamer an 
then made gardener’s assistant. He also 
peddled apples, worked on a dock, sawed 
wood and acted as porter. Then he went 
to Tzaritzyn and was watchman on @ rail- 
road. He tried to go into the army, but 
they refused to accept a tramp. 

He sold beer for awhile, then was hired 
by a lawyer, but tramped off to Tiflis, 
where he worked in a railroad shop and 

ublished his first novel in a local paper. 
Then he wandered back to the Volga, and 
at Nizhni-Novgorod lived by selling skKetch- 
es to the newspapers. In this way he met 
the writer Viadimer Korolenko, one of the 
most brilliant men of Russian letters, and 
developed very rapidly under his guiding 
hand. He attracted no attention until he 
so suddenly sprang into prominence.” 

“The favorite author with Young Rus- 
sia,’ writes Christian Brinton in the Critic, 
‘tg Maxim Gorky, ex-baker'’s apprentice 
and tramp, who in his wanderings over the 
face of Russia has seen and has remem- 
bered. The Mjestyanin is his hero, the itin- 
erant shoemaker or tinsmith, the Coslaky 
or bare footed.

She went to the Erie basin this 
morning for a general overhauling. 

The first warning that came to the work- 
men was the snapping of one of the star- 
board shoring timbers amidships, the re- 
port being like that of a small cannon. AS 
the s settled over other shoring timbers 
snap _ one after another, and the work- 
men began to shout and scream in terror.

rested was the steamship Iona. The dry 


dock in which the Iona rested was high 
out of the water. and the western side of 
it was caught fair and square by the fore- 
mast of the Ingalls. The foremast broke, 
but not until it had made a wreck of the 
other dry dock and had cut into the 
Iona’s top hamper. The smokestack of the 
Ingalis caught on the edge of her own dry 
dock, buckled. and at length pulled out 
from the deck.
